Revamped “White Charger” Nears 


House Vote With Major Changes 


HE Pentagon’s “White Charger” plan, already approved by the Senate, has been 
rewritten by the House Armed Services Committee—with Defense Department 
pproval. 

The Committee approved the new measure 16 March and sent it to the House 
bor for vote. 

In a major change, the House bill authorizes the first “White Charger” continua- 
bn board to recommend involuntary retirement of an unlimited number of Regular 
r Force colonels and lieutenant colonels who have at least 20 years’ service and 
ve been passed over for permanent promotion “more than twice.” 

The Senate bill had provided that not more than 20% of the officers in each 
‘oup could be selected-out, This formula

Services Are Choosing More Junior 
Officers For Senior Career Schools 


IHE Army, Navy, and Air Force are sending more junior officers to senior 
Service schools. 

Some officers maintain that this action is hurting the prestige of top-level 
courses. Others contend that the new policies give greater recognition to out- 
Standing performance of duty by younger officers and assure longer periods 
of active service in high position following graduation. 

Only the Marine Corps is holding fast to a determination that attendance 
at senior schools be restricted primarily to colonels, with a few lieutenant 
colonel exceptions. 

The Navy, on the other hand, has decided to send 15 lieutenants to the 
Naval War College at Newport, R. I. The student group will include lieu- 
tenants, lieutenant commanders, commanders, and captains, 

The Army and Air Force have not reached down to the Navy lieutenant 
*quivalent (captain) for senior service school selections, but are giving more 
Spaces at senior schools to officers below the rank of colonel.

Aging MATS Needs 
More New Aircraft 


HE Military Air Transport Service 

has informed Congress that its slow- 
moving, “obsolescent” airraft “could en- 
danger the restrike capability” of the 
Strategic Air Command. 

In testimony before a special House 
Armed Services Subcommittee investigat- 
ing the Nation’s airlift capability, MATS 
Commander, Lt. Gen, W. H. Tunner, 
USAF, and top members of his staff, cited 
the growing need for modernization of 
the airlift fleet. 

With the exception of 29 C-133’s, the 


. remaining 454 planes in the strategic air- 


lift force are “obsolescent in speed, range 
and overall capability,” MATS officials 

declared.

Norfolk College 
Has Rank Drop 


HE Armed Forces Staff College in 

Norfolk, beginning this August, will 
have a student enrollment that is pre- 
dominantly in the rank of major and 
lieutenant commander. 

The present class is made up mostly 
of lieutenant colonels and commanders, 

Like the class which has just begun a 
six-month course at the Joint College, 
the class which enters in August will 
have only two full colorfels—-both from 
the Army.

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Inter-Service Disputes Aired On Mondays 


Secretary of Defense Thomas S. Gates, jr., has demonstrated that 
he meant business when he informed the Joint Chiefs of Staff earlier this 
year of his desire to be informed and to participate in JCS discussions 
whenever there were important disagreements. In answer to a question 
from a JOURNAL reporter, the Secretary told his last news conference that 
he has been meeting every Monday with the Chiefs and that this pro- 
cedure is working very well. 

In the past, some Service Chiefs, among them General Maxwell D. 
Taylor, USA-Ret., have protested that they were not afforded adequate 
opportunity to present their viewpoints on particular issues to the Sec- 
retary of Defense. This is no longer the case. 

Secretary Gates revealed that the Monday sessions—-additional meet- 
ing days are utilized when necessary—already have resulted in com- 
pletion of action on a number of “split” papers. He mentioned specifically 
the decision to place responsibility for Middle East planning under Ad- 
miral H. P. Smith, USN, Commander-in-Chief of the Eastern Atlantic and 
Mediterranean, who will have an Army or Air Force Deputy for this 
mission. 

Secretary Gates certainly is to be congratulated for his effective par- 
ticipation in complex and challenging JCS deliberations. Many of his 
predecessors talked much but did little about the problem of resolving 
inevitable inter-Service disputes by joining in the JCS discusions. An 
experienced Pentagon hand, Secretary Gates is able to make important 
contributions to the JCS deliberations. What is of great importance also 
is the fact that the Monday meetings assure each of the Chiefs a full 
opportunity to present his views directly to the Pentagon’s top man. 

There is no question that it will take Secretary Gates some consid- 
erable time to eliminate the great backlog of JCS squabbles. The Army, 
for example, is contending (THE JOURNAL 12 March) that the JCS should 
approve its request, made to the Secretary of Defense in writing on 13 
June 1958 and then submitted formally to the JCS on 17 June 1958, for 
a guaranteed airlift that would permit rapid deployment of a two-division 
force. Chances are that if the Secretary of Defense-JCS Monday meet- 
ings had been started in 1958, and not 1960, the entire problem of military 
airlift could have been handled at the Pentagon level. Instead, after nu- 
merous half-measure studies by various groups, the House Armed Ser- 
vices Committee has deemed it essential to initiate a full-scale invest- 
igation. This inquiry is bringing to light, among many other disclosures, 
the story of how the JCS was unable to reach accord on an important 
military requirement. 


Second Rate Status For Legislative Liaison 


Not since the start of Unification has Department of Defense legis- 
lative liaison been as ineffective as during the 1960 session of Congress. 
Most notable, of course, is the Pentagon’s failure to obtain action on the 
President’s proposal for retired pay equalization effective 1 February, de- 
spite the fact that this legislation has broad bi-partisan support in both 
the House and Senate. 

In the years before Unification, the Army and Navy devoted great 
attention to legislative liaison, and fixed clear-cut responsibilities in this 
area. Among the group of Service officers who did a superb job on 
Capitol Hill to strengthen National Defense, none ranks higher than Maj. 
Gen. Wilton B. Persons, USA-Ret., Assistant to the President. 

With Unification, the Army, Navy, and Air Force legislative liaison 
specialists were out-ranked by Capitol liaison representatives of the Of- 
fice of the Secretary of Defense. Lines of responsibility became confused. 
Sometimes, these ODS representatives were known as Special Assistants. 
At other times, the responsibility was held by an Assistant Secretary 
of Defense, as in the case of Fred Seaton, now Secretary of Interior, 
who did an outstanding job on the Hill. 

But Mr. Seaton unfortunately has long been gone from the Pentagon. 
Since his departure, legislative liaison has been demoted in the Office 





of the Secretary of Defense. The stature drop is pointed up by the 


that during this month, when Congressional action is reaching a criti 


stage, the Special Assistant for Legislative Affairs to the Secretary 
Defense resigned after only one year’s service at the Pentagon. To 
the breach, the Secretary appointed Brig. Gen. James D. Hittle, USM 
Ret., to succeed Mr. George V. Vaughan, but only on an “Acting”’ hag 
General Hittle, who has been responsible for Marine Corps legislati 
liaison during recent years and who was named last year to succeed 
Gen. Clarence J. Hauck, USA-Ret., as Deputy Assistant to the Secrats 
of Defense, is will known and respected on Capitol Hill. 

Despite the fact that he is a one-star officer and the legislative liai 
chiefs of the Army, Navy, and Air Force are two-star officers, Geney 
Hittle certainly will receive maximum cooperation from the Servic 
But it is equally certain that he and the Service legislative liaison rm 
resentatives are under a severe handicap on Capitol Hill because 
Department of Defense has accorded a second rate status to this vi 
activity. 

And the record shows the result. The President made only one maj 
legislative recommendation affecting the Department of Defense in } 
communications to Congress in January. Two months later, the Pentag) 
has been unable to gain a hearing for the President’s request. Wha 
more, the Pentagon has failed utterly to seek public support for the ¢ 
jective sought by the Commander-in-Chief. 

The time is long since past when the Department of Defense sho 
take appropriate action to strengthen its legislative liaison. If there 
no one at the Pentagon who knows how this can be done, we suggs 
that the counsel be sought of such authorities as General Persons 
Secretary Seaton.

Family “Evac” Is Secret; JCS Military 
Jobs Grow; Judge Scores Pentagon 


I; an overall plan exists for the evacuation of Service families from Europe 
in the event of hostilities, the Armed Forces are keeping it secret. Ques- 
tioned during Congressional hearings, MATS Commander Lt. Gen. W. H. 
Tunner, USAF, said “no specific MATS airlift” has been earmarked for the 
job, although the theater commander “may” use available planes to move 
families home in case of general war, as well as “limited war and periods of 
high tension.” General Tunner added that use of the planes “must not inter- 
fere with the primary strategic airlift mission.” He said the State Department 
and Pentagon have a “liaison group organization” to “ensure coordination” on 
the subject, but testimony failed to indicate what has thus far been “coordi- 
nated.” 

Mustaches must be added to the list of “problems” which the Army en- 
countered during experiments with irradiated foods. 
Researchers had disclosed that some mice and other 
animals used in long-term feeding experiments went 
blind or became sterile. Others suffered lowered 
fertility, rupture and “hemorrhagic syndromes.” It’s 
not certain that the food was responsible. A new 
“symptom” popped up during House Military Appro- 
priations Subcommittee testimony, While the Commit- 
tee was exploring the results of the irradiated food 
program with Army witnesses, Representative Daniel 
J. Flood (D-Pa) recalled that the Army brought some 
of the food to the Committee “ a few years ago” and 
the members ate it. Mr. Flood said he, as a matter 
of fact, took some home “and we cooked it up and I 
forget whether it was good or bad, but I know it was 
radiated. My mustache has never been the same since.” 

Chief Judge R. E. Quinn of the U. S. Court of Military Appeals has told 
Congress the authority of the Armed Forces to award “undesirable discharges” 
without court-martial should be “abolished.’’ He said the practice of admini- 
stratively awarding such discharges is “definitely wrong” because the man 
involved “gets no attorney and he gets no legal advice. He is at the mercy 
of the Defense Department or the Service.” 

Men who receive undesirable discharges, Judge Quinn told the House 
Military Appropriations Subcommittee, not only are denied legal counsel, 
but they have no right to come to the top military court for help. “Perhaps 
there should be an appeal to our court,” he said, If undesirable discharges 
are banned except as a result of court-martial, Judge Quinn added this, 
would “automatically guarantee” proper legal representation, 

In language almost as hard-hitting as that used by Judge Quinn, Chairman 
Carl Vinson (D-Ga) has lashed out at the Defense Department on a related 
matter, He says the Department’s opposition to the Doyle-bill “is rather ridic- 
ulous.” The House-passed bill, sponsored by Representative Clyde Doyle 
(D-Calif) would ease some of the ramifications of undesirable discharges. 
It has been pending before the Senate Armed Services Committee since last 
June, tagged with an “unfavorable” report from the Pentagon. Recently, 
Chairman Vinson wrote to Chairman Richard B, Russell (D-Ga) of the Senate 
Committee and asked that Mr. Doyle be allowed to appear before the Senate 
group and explain the bill. If this is done, Chairman Vinson said he is sure 
the Senate Committee “will report the bill and pass it unanimously, just as 
we did.” Senator Russell replied that he is “eager to comply with all” of 
Chairman Vinson’s requests, but is in no position “at the moment to schedule 
a hearing.” The Senator is heavily committed on the current Civil Rights 
debate. 

After The Journal disclosed (6 February) that the Hébert retired officer 
employment bill would deprive Generals of the Army Douglas MacArthur 
and Omar N. Bradley of their “active duty” pay or their industry jobs, ques- 
tions were raised about the article in hearings by the full House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. Hébert Subcommittee Counsel John J. Courtney explained 
it was not the intention of the legislation to place any new restrictions on 
the employment of five-star officers. No one inquired, however, if the lan- 
guage, as written, would do what THE JOURNAL had charged. This week, the 
full Committee approved new language for the bill, specifically eliminating 
Generals MacArthur and Bradley from provisions affecting other “active duty” 
officers, 

In the same issue with the MacArthur-Bradley story, THE JOURNAL also 
pointed out that certain language in the Hébert bill effectively would tie the 
hands of Members of Congress in efforts to aid constituents with problems 
requiring legislation. The entire section was killed by the full Committee 
action, 

Officers and enlisted men assigned to the JCS are continuing to increase. 
At the beginning of this year, there were 564 military members assigned to 
JCS offices—an increase of 78 over the average fiscal '59 strength. Seven more 
will be added during the next 15 months for a total in fiscal ’61 of 25 flag and 
general officers, 269 colonels and Navy captains, 76 lieutentant colonels and 
commanders, 31 majors and lieutenant commanders, 17 junior officers ,one 
warrant officer and 154 enlisted men.

ERE is the full text of the new Hébert bill (HR 10959) establishing uniform 
limitations on the employment of retired officers in sales jobs: 


Relating to the employment of retired com- 
missioned officers by contractors of the De- 
partment of Defense and the Armed Forces 
and for other purposes.

““(a) A retired commissioned officer of an 
armed force of the United States upon agree- 
ing to accept compensation or anything of 
value from a person, partnership, corpora- 
tion, association, or other entity in any trans- 
action the purpose of which is to sell or 
to aid or to assist in the selling of anything 
to the Department of Defense or an armed 
force of the United States shall after enter- 
ing into that agreement file a statement with 
the Secretary of the department with which 
he intends to do business of the fact and time 
of such agreement together with such addi- 
tional information concerning the duties to 
be performed in such transaction, as the Sec- 
retary of that department may require. A 
retired commissioned officer acting for him- 
self in any transaction the purpose of which 
is to sell or to aid or to assist in the sell- 
ing of anything to the Department of De 
fense or an armed force of the United States 
shall file a statement with the Secretary of 
the department with which he intends to do 
business of his purpose to engage in such a 
transaction and such additiona] information 
as the Secretary of that department may re- 
quire.

““(b) The Secretary of each of the military 
departments shall establish within his de- 
partment an office for enrollment of retired 
officers where the information required to be 
furnished under subsection (a) shall be col- 
lected. The information so required shall be 
open to public inspection. The Secretary of 
each of the military departments shall ap 
point, from within his department, a director 
of enrollment who shall be charged with cus 
tody of the information filed hereunder and 
such other duties as the Secretary of that de 
partment may require 

““(c) The Secretary of each military depart 
ment shall cause to be transmitted to officers 
on the retired list of that department, within 
six months after the enactment of this statute, 


a suitable form upon which the information 
required hereunder may be supplied. 

‘*(d) A person, firm, or corporation award- 
ed a defense contract shall upon the award 
thereof advise the Secretary concerned in the 
Department of Defense of all retired military 
officers employed by said contractor; and a 
prime contractor shall be required to obtain 
like information from subcontractors and file 
the same, as herein provided, unless such in- 
formation is on file in the department.

ONE VOTES “NO” 

The lone dissenting vote on the 
Hébert Bill 11 March was cast by 
Representative Charles S. Gubser 
(R-Calif.). 

He said: “The bill implies that 
our procurement officers will place 
personal friendship above needs of 
the military. If this is true then 
we are attacking the problem from 
the wrong side. 

“The bill will open up a Pandora’s 
box of court cases to define what 
is actually ‘engaging in any trans- 
action.’ The effect will be to keep 
some of our most capable men out 
of Defense Industries, 

“Retired pay is earned pay,” he 
asserted, “and a part of the fringe 
benefits which have come to be al- 
most as important as basic active 
duty pay. I don’t believe any person 
should be restrained from engaging 
in a lawful activity because he is 
being paid what he has already 
earned. Further, I do not believe 
any person should be denied what 
he has earned because he is engag- 
ing in a lawful activity.” 

Congressman Gubser said he will 
reserve the right to fight against 
the bill on the House floor,

COMPLETE LACK OF UNIFIED THINK- 
ING marks the attitude of the Services and the 
Department of Defense to the problem of Re- 
sponsibility Pay. Involved is a $12 million Con- 
gressional authorization, which has not been im- 
plemented. The Services are poles apart in what 
should or should not be done. 


THE AIR FORCE HAS REQUESTED PER- 
MISSION, which it is not likely to receive, to 
begin Responsibility Pay for a limited number 
of officers beginning 1 July. The Air Force con- 
sistently has been in the forefront of the effort 
to gain approval for implementation of legisla- 
tion that has been on the books since June 1958. 


THE MARINE CORPS is known to be op- 
posed to Responsibility Pay. Its position is 
that officers should not receive extra pay for 
performing assigned duties. 


THE ARMY REPORTS that it “cannot either 
reject the concept or accept it.” In 1958 the Army 
recommended to the Secretary of Defense that 
a practicality test on Responsibility Pay be con- 
ducted. There was hope that by this time such 
a study would have been completed. However, 
in the absence of guidelines from DoD, the Army 
decided it could not conduct a test. The Army’s 
position now is that it will make “no further 
studies” until the Defense Department takes a 
stand. 


THE NAVY HAS BEEN COOL to Responsibil- 
ity Pay in past months, and the new study or- 
dered by the Chief of Naval Personnel, VAdm. 
William R. Smedberg, III, is not likely to result 
in a quick shift of position. There is reason to 
believe, however, that if Responsibility Pay is 
approved by DoD, the Navy would want to be 
included. 


THE DEFENSE DEPARTMENT DIREC- 
TOR of the office of the Military Personnel Pol- 
icy, RAdm. Bernard A. Clary, told The Journal 
this week that DoD has “suspended study” of 
Responsibility Pay in order to gain more ex- 
perience from the enlisted Proficiency Pav Pro- 
gram. Congress has approved enlisted Proficiency 
Pay of up to $150, but the Pentagon has held this 
to a $30 limit, with a $60 ceiling approved for 
the next fiscal year. 


ADMIRAL CLARY stressed that if DoD 
decides to implement Responsibility Pay, it 
will be done on an across-the-board basis. 
Go-ahead authority will not be given to a 
single Service. This offers little hope to the 
Air Force for its 1 July proposal. 


IT SO HAPPENS that the sponsor of Respon- 
sibility Pay on Capitol Hill was Senator John 
Stennis (D-Miss). The Pentagon’s failure to im- 
plement his plan, which was voted into law, hardly 
can be expected to improve the Senator’s atti- 
tude toward other personnel matters, such as the 
President’s foundering appeal for action to 
equalize retired pay. Senator Stennis has made 
it known that when this legislation reaches the 
Armed Services Committee, of which he is a 
member, he intends to demand a full-scale in- 
quiry into the military retirement system. 


CHAIRMAN CARL VINSON EMPHASIZED 
during wind-up action on the Hébert measure 
that he intends to press the Civil Service and 
Post Office Committee for action on the problem 
of dual employment and dual compensation. The 
Armed Services Committee agreed to delete from 
the Hébert Bill provisions which would have 
liberalized Federal job opportunities for retired 
officers. This action came after the Chairman 
Tom Murray (D-Tenn.) of the Civil Service Com- 
mittee said his group would take action. 


THE AIR FORCE HAS CLASSIFIED “for 
official use only” a memorandum by General 
Curtis E. LeMay, Vice CofS, which tells com- 
manders to cut down on the number of assistants, 
deputy assistants, deputies, etc., in Air Force 
organizations. Aim of the directive is to save 
money by eliminating unnecessary billets. 


THE AIR FORCE SURGEON GENERAL, Maj. 
Gen. O. K. Niess, can expect to be called by the 
Armed Services or Appropriations Committees 
to amplify remarks he made last week (see Page 
33) at Brooks AFB, Tex., concerning the im- 
portance to military patients of the budget-hit 
Aeromedical Evacuation System. Aside from the 
welfare of patients, Air Evac permits a 90% 
saving in the cost of transporting patients. 


IT SO HAPPENS that the Aeromedical 
Transport Group (MATS) is located at 
Brooks AFB, near San Antonio, which is in 
the Congressional district of Representative 
Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex), second-ranking 
majority member of the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee, and a longtime fighter for 
the best possible medical care for military 
men and their families. 


AF NURSES HAVE LOST THE BILLET of 
Deputy Chief Nurse in the Office of the Surgeon 
General. Last Deputy Chief was Col. (then Lt. 
Col.) Dorothy N. Zeller, who recently moved up 
to replace Col. Frances I. Lay as Chief Nurse. 
Taking up the duties of Deputy Chief Nurse, but 
without that title will be Maj. Ethel Ann Hoefly, 
who reports in May from the AF Medical Serv- 
ice School, Gunter AFB, Ala. Both the Army and 
Navy retain their second-in-command nurse bil- 
lets. Assistant Army Chief is Lt. Col. Harriet A. 
Dawley, and for the Navy Cdr. Alberta Burk. 
Both out-rank the “No. 2” Air Force nurse in 
Washington. 


THE NATION’S AIRLIFT CAPABILITY, 
currently being explored by a special House 
Armed Services Subcommittee and being tested 
by the Big Slam/Puerto Pine operation in 
Puerto Rico, faces new demands in the months 
ahead. Effective 1 July, airlift requirements for 
the Tactical Air Command are being increased. 
In the near future also, the Army will request 
JCS approval for a substantial increase in criti- 
cal Army airlift requirements that must be moved 
during the first 5 days of a general war. 


THE VIRGINIA STATE LEGISLATURE has 
voted a resolution which calls upon Congress to 
remove inequities in retired military pay. Spark- 
plug behind the action was the Virginia Retired 
Officers Association, headed by Col. William 
Hones, USA-Ret., Diggs, Va. The Association, 
whose address is P. O. Box 366 in Mathews, Va., 
has more than 1000 members. 


MAJ. GEN. TROUP MILLER, JR., who has 
been in command of the Air Research and De- 
velopment Command’s Arnold Engineering De- 
velopment Center at Tullahoma, Tenn., since 1 
August 1956, will retire in June. A ’30 USMA 
graduate, he has been responsible for activities 
at the Nation’s foremost wind tunnel facilities. 


SCORES OF RETIRED OFFICERS are 
filling important Civil Defense billets 
throughout the Nation. A new appointment 
is that of Col. George O. Pearson, USA-Ret., 
to be Wyoming Deputy Civil Defense Di- 
rector. He will also serve as Deputy Adju- 
tant General for the Wyoming National 
Guard. 


A NEW EXAMPLE OF SHORT-TERM SERV- 
ICE in a key Pentagon civilian post is that of 
Dr. Howard A. Wilcox, 39, who was named Dep- 
uty Director of Defense Research and Engineer- 
ing on 3 March 1959 after nine years’ service with 
the Naval Ordnance Test Station at China Lake, 
Calif., where he played a key role in development 
of the Sidewinder missile. After a year’s service 
as R&E Deputy, Dr. Wilcox has resigned to be- 
come Director of Research and Engineering in 
the Defense Systems Division of General Motors. 


THE NEW R&D DEPUTY will be John H. 
Rubel, also 39, who has been Assistant Direc- 
tor of R&E (Strategic Weapons) since 19 
May 1959, following 13 years’ association 
with the Hughes Aircraft Company. He as- 
sumes his new duties 1 April. 


SERVICE PEOPLE WILL HAIL the state- 
ment made during House Armed Services Com.- 
mittee action on the Hébert Bill by Representa- 
tive Charles S. Gubser (R-Calif.) His insistence 
that “retired pay is earned pay” and his com- 
ment that a person should not be restrained “from 
engaging in a lawful activity because he is being 
paid what he has already earned,” certainly will 
be well received throughout the Armed Forces. 


TATTOO PARLORS WOULD BE OFF LIM 
ITS to members of the Armed Forces in the 
United States if a recommendation of Col. 
Charles C. Canada, an Army physician, receives 
Pentagon endorsement. Surgeon in charge of the 
Army Hospital at Ft. Rucker, Ala., Colonel 
Canada succeeded in convincing the Armed 
Forces Disciplinary Control Board for the area 
to place tattoo establishments in Northwest Flor- 
ida, South Alabama and parts of Georgia off lim- 
its. Main problem was the lack of adequate steril- 
ization of equipment. The colonel urged the all- 
Service Board to seek cross-country action. 


THE 16 CONVAIR C-131 AIRCRAFT which 
will be cut from the MATS Aeromedical Evacua- 
tion System by September may be assigned as ad- 
ministrative aircraft for senior Air Force com- 
manders. If this proves to be the case, the Air 
Force can anticipate criticism from Capitol Hill, 
where Senators and Representatives are certain 
to question the decision to reduce an important 
Armed Forces medical support activity. 


SENATOR PAUL DOUGLAS (D-ILL.), a 
WWII combat Marine, is questioning the De- 
fense Department concerning greater unification 
of Armed Forces medical facilities. He has sub- 
mitted a list of questions on this problem to 
Secretary of Defense Gates, and can be expected 
to make some comments when the Senate con- 
siders the fiscal ’61 budget. 


THE NEW FIRST ARMY CG at Governors 
Island, N. Y., Lt. Gen. Edward J. O’Neill, 
has an all-Service aide-de-camp. He is Capt. 
Peter J. Hino, USA, who served in the Navy 
Submarine Service for 4 years before joining 
the Army in 1953.

Their 
neighbors and conquerors always have 
been barbarians in Persian eyes. 


Iran today is a meeting ground of ideas, 
a battleground of opposing political and 
social forces seeking control, a market 
place where goods and sometimes loyal- 
ties are exchanged, and a chancellery 
where negotiations, diplomacy, and in- 
trigue are expertly practiced, Iran has 
figured in the power strategies of aggres- 
Sive nations: It is today linked into the 
Western Nations’ defense against Rus- 
sian expansion, As one of the CENTO 
countries, it is part of the frontier of the 
non-communist world. The social stresses 
and psychological tensions of present- 
day life in Iran consequently have inter- 
national significance, affecting in no small 
way the world’s precarious balance of 
power. 

It is in this age-old empire that United 
States Military Mission, ARMISH-MAAG, 
is located for the expressed purpose of 
assisting and advising the Imperial Ira- 
nian Armed Forces to achieve a military 
posture commensurate with Iran’s ability 
to maintain. 


Unique Mission 


ARMISH-MAAG is unique in that it is 
one of the older U.S. Army missions and 
the only mission of its type. Actually, 
ARMISH-MAAG is a combination of two 
US Military Missions—ARMISH and the 
MAAG. ARMISH, or to spell out this ab- 
breviation, The Army Mission with the 
Imperial Iranian Army, was formally es- 
tablished in November 1943 as a result of 
a bilateral agreement between the United 
States and Iran, In 1947 this agreement 
was revised and an Air Force Section was 
added to the mission but the name re- 
mained the same. The ARMISH portion 
of ARMISH-MAAG is retained in Iran at 
the behest of the Iranian Government 
by requesting extensions of the United 
States fer the agreements in either one 
or two year increments, 

The mission of ARMISH is to advise 
and assist the Iranian Minister of War, 
the Supreme Commander’s Staff, and the 
commanders and staffs of service compo- 
nents of the Imperial Iranian Armed 
Forces on all military matters. 


Activated May 1950 


MAAG, or the Military Assistance and 
Advisory Group, was established in Iran 
in May 1950 for an indefinite period of 
time as the result of another bilateral 
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agreement between the United States 
and Iran, Written notification by either 
government may terminate the agree- 
ment within one year after receipt of the 
notification. MAAG is comprised of US 
Army, Navy and Air Force elements. 

The mission of MAAG is to carry out 
the objectives of the Military Assistance 
Program in Iran and specifically to insure 
effective implementation of the program. 
Each mission, ARMISH and MAAG, op- 
erated independently under a common 
chief until September 1954 when they 
were consolidated to achieve personnel 
savings and greater operational efficiency. 
Now ARMISH and MAAG are completely 
integrated and the personnel of both mis- 
sions are working side by side with a 
common purpose and toward a common 
goal. 


ARMISH-MAAG is commanded by Maj. 
Gen. Roy E. Lindquist who not only 
serves as the military advisor to the 
Chief of the Supreme Commander’s Staff 
of the Imperial Iranian Armed Forces 
but also the principal administrator of 
the military assistance program in Iran. 
He also is the military advisor to the U.S. 
Ambassador, Mr. Edward T. Wailes, on 
all matters pertaining to the Iranian 
Armed Forces and the military assistance 
policy matters. 


Pentagonal Structure 


General Lindquist has a pentagonal ar- 
rangement in the interior organization of 
ARMISH-MAAG, The five major elements 
comprising the mission are: The Comp- 
troller, Budget and Fiscal Office with Lt. 
Col, Louis A. Cecchine as chief; the Ad- 
ministration Division with Col. Woodrow 
W. Cook as chief; the Army Advisory 
Group with Col. William A. Kuhn as 
chief; the Air Force Advisory Group with 
Col. Eddie J. Broussard, jr., as chief, and 
the Navy Advisory Group with Cdr, Ster- 
ling W. Bass, jr., as chief. 

Centralized in the Administration Di- 
vision are all the offices and agencies re- 
quired to administer personnel and logis- 
tical services to the US Element of 
ARMISH-MAAG. To assist Colonel Cook 
in these functions is Lt. Col. Ralph L. 
Rigler, the Deputy of the Administra- 
tion Division. In addition to serving the 
military personnel and dependents as- 
signed to the mission, the APO and the 
US Army Hospital also provide services 
to the other US Military and US Govern- 
ment employees and their dependents in 
Iran. 

The Administration Division also oper- 
ates a local telephone network in Teheran 
and an Armed Forces Radio and Televi- 
sion station. Because this Division per- 
forms all those functions normally 
classed as “housekeeping functions” the 
other major elements of ARMISH-MAAG 
are completely free to devote their en- 
tire efforts to their assigned tasks. 
Strength of the Administration Division 
is 133 officers and enlisted men. 


The Army Advisory Group is by far 
the largest group in ARMISH-MAAG. 
This fact is understandable considering 
the Imperial Iranian Army comprises 
about 93 per cent of the strength of the 
Iranian Armed Forces. In addition to his 
duties as Chief of the Army Advisory 
Group, Colonel Kuhn is also the Deputy 
Chief of the Mission. 


Army Group 


This Group is functionally organized 
into four Divisions and seven Field Train- 
ing Teams. The organization structure 
includes: Personnel Division with Col. 
Otway P. Binns as chief; Operations and 
Training Division with Col. Walter C. 
Wickboldt as chief; Plans, Organization 
and Programs Division with Col. Elvy B. 
Roberts as chief, and Logistics Division 
with Col. Maynard C, Raney as chief. 

These divisions are all involved in ad- 
vising the Iranian Army staffs on ways 
and means of improving the combat ef- 
fectiveness of the army units and also 
maintain a constant monitoring action 
on the overall aspects of the military as- 
sistance program in Iran. A Field Train- 
ing Team is located in each of the Ira- 





nian Army Corps areas and sub-teams sta- 
tioned with the subordinate elements of 
the Corps. In this way the US advisors of 
the Field Training Teams are in daily 
contact with the army units and do have 
a tremendous impact on the improvement 
of the combat effectiveness of the units 
of the Imperial Iranian Army. 

While the Army Advisory Group is not 
attempting to mirror U.S. Army unit or- 
ganization in the Iranian Army—the qual- 
ity of training, maintenance of equip- 
ment and combat effectiveness are meas- 
ured by U.S. Army standards. The total 
personnel strength of the Army Advisory 
Group is 514 officers and noncommis- 
sioned officers. 


AF Group 


Colonel Broussard has three staff divi- 
sions to assist him in the operation of the 
Air Force Advisory Group. Chief of the 
Materiel Division is Lt. Col. Raymond P. 
Schaefer. The Chief of the Operations and 
Training Division is Lt. Col. Kent J. 
Richens, and Lt. Col. Carl L. Wilcken is 
Chief of the Personnel and Administra- 
tive Division. 

Although the Iranian Air Force is small, 
it does have a great potential. Through 
the assistance and guidance of the Air 
Force advisors, quality control and man- 
agement procedure have been firmly es- 
tablished. Maintenance versus fly time 
ratio in the jet fighter bomber squadron 
is high and compares favorably with US 
Air Force units, Training of all types is 
carried on at an enthusiastic pace by the 
Iranian flyers, Well known for their dar- 
ing air acrobatics are the Imperial Ira- 
nian Air Force Acro-jets. This is a team 
of fine jet fighters which has thrilled 
many an audience. The strength of the 
Air Force Advisory Group totals 46 offi- 
cers and men. 


Navy Group 


The Navy Advisory Group is quite 
small considering the job they are carry- 
ing out in the Iranian Navy. This Navy 
was destroyed during World War II as a 
result of action in the Caspian Sea with 
the Russians and in the head of the Per- 
sian Gulf by action with the British fleet. 
Since 1953, with US advisor aid and 
equipment received from the Military As- 
sistance Program, the Iranian Navy has 
been continuously improving. To assist 
Commander Bass in administering the 
navy training and materiel program is 
Lt. Cdr. Louie B. Knudsen, jr., who heads 
up the Materiel Unit in Teheran, and 
Lt. Cdr. Warren B. Brockway who is in 
charge of the Training Unit at Khor- 
ramshahr, Even though the Iranian Navy 
is small, combined training exercises with 
naval vessels of the US Navy and from 
the navies of the CENTO nations are 
quite commonplace, The overall strength 
of the Navy Advisory Group totals 13 offi- 
cers and petty officers. 


Since the coup in Iraq in July 1958, the 
Iranian Armed Forces have been forging 
ahead on a plan designed to improve and 
expand the existing military units, Imme- 
diately after the fall of the pro-west- 
ern government of Iraq, the Chief of 
ARMISH-MAAG and the Chief of the Su- 
preme Commander’s Staff prepared a 
mutual agreement calling fer the im- 
provement of the Armed Forces to in- 
clude bringing the indigenous military 
units up to an agreed _ operational 
strength and a high level of operational 
efficiency. This task was to be accom- 
plished through an integrated venture; 
the Iranians would provide the military 
machine and the United States would pro- 
vide equipment from the Military Assist- 
ance Program and additional US trainor 
guidance. Such a combination has pro- 
duced unprecedented results insofar as 
the Imperial Iranian Armed Forces are 
concerned, Never before in the history of 
the mission have the results of the US 
military advisors, coupled with military 
assistance, supported by the enthusiastic 
endeavors of an ambitious westernly ori- 
ented Iran, brought forth better working 
relationships. To be sure there have been 
problems, but in every instance the prob- 
lem has been tackled with the firm belief 








that any problem is but an opportur ity 
to improvement. 

A count-down of some of the major ac. 
complishments will illustrate the jcint 
effort of the Iranian Army and the Army 
Advisory Group. Using the agreement of 
the two Chiefs as basic guidance, che 
Army Advisory Group in a joint effort 
with the Iranian Army Staff produced a 
plan called Plan Counterbalance. The plan 
was conceived as a long-range plan with 
phases defining the objectives to be 
achieved. The first phase started 1 Sep. 
tember 1958 and extended to 1 May 1959, 
Phase II of Plan Counterbalance started§ 
on 1 May 1959 and will continue through] 
the year until 21 March 1960, Phase III is 
now under preparation and is envisaged 
as a three-year phase, subdivided into 
three stages of one year each. The follow. 
ing are achievements of Plan Counter. 
balance. 

Armor, Artillery and Infantry Centers 
have been established for the express 
purpose of expanding and 
these three combat arms. US Army advi-® 
sors, reinforced by US Mobile Training 
Teams, have completely revamped the 
programs of instruction; modernized the 
curriculum; increased the number of 
courses, and enlarged the student capac. 
ity in each of the branch schools. Here 
again it has not been the intent to mirror 
the US Army service school counterpart, # 
but rather to produce students who com-§ 
pare favorably with the students of the® 
US Army branch schools. 


New Training Guide 


A program of systematically improving § 
the combat divisions was initiated shortly 
after the military coup in Iraq. Improve-® 
ment in quality has been the key word in§f 
every training directive. The Iranian 
Army accepted a new training guide de 
signed to bring about a high level of op-@ 
erational efficiency through application 
of sound fundamental training doctrine 
This past summer better than 95 per cent 
of all combat units in the Army and more 
than 75 per cent of the aggregate unit 
strength moved into the field for summer 
training. Training started at small unit® 
level, culminating in the later phase off 
the period into division size field maneu 
vers, A goal of 30 per cent of training at 
night time was set but many units did af 
much as 50 per cent of their training at 
night. 5 

Perhaps the most dramatic improve 
ment in the Iranian Army was brand new 
replacement training system. From 4 
poorly organized and inefficient system 
of training recruits, seven new replace 
ment training centers were established 
Centralized and common _ instructional 
methods were developed by the US advi- 
sors and installed in the new centers. A 
thirteen-week training cycle was estab 
lished and the US M-1 rifle was intro 
duced as the standard individual weapon. 
At first some opposition was met from the 
Iranian field commanders but as soon 4 
the newly trained soldiers arrived in 
their units, praises were forthcoming. 


Project Challenge 


Project Challenge was another achieve 
ment in the field of improving the com 
bat units, Previous to the adoption off 
this project, the Iranian used one full 
year to train a noncommissioned officer 
Upon completion of his schooling he had 
been exposed to practically every skill in 
the Army but had mastered none. Project 
Challenge reduced the training time 
six months, initiated a new program of 
instruction, and now produces a noncom 
missioned officer trained in a military 
skill, The goal for this training endeavol 
for the period of 1 May 1959 to 21 March 
1960 is 8400 noncommissioned o/ficers 
This goal will be met. 

In order to create a long-range impatt 
on the improvement of the Iranian Arm) 
it was decided to place concentrated em 
phasis in two areas: The military schoo 
system and the logistics system. In add 
tion to the combat arms schools pr: vious 
ly mentioned, a complex of te: hnical 
schools was established in the MW ilitary 
University in Teheran. Here the Q :arter 
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ter, Ordnance, Signal, Engineer and 


ma 
Mevical schools are operating classes and 
couses for both officers and enlisted men. 


Th: Iranian Staff and the Army Advisory 
Group recognize the necessity of produc- 
ing trained technicians and specialists if 
quatity is to be obtained and retained in 
the -ombat units. 

Other schools coming under the cloak 
of improvement are the Iranian Military 
Academy and the Command and Staff 
Coliege, Revised and vitalized programs 
of instruction, based upon modern tech- 
niques, have been part of the improve- 
ment of these institutions. The student 
bodies have been expanded in order to 
provide more and better trained officers 
for the new Iranian Army. 


In the logistics field a concerted pro- 
gram was initiated to eliminate duplicity 
in functions and overlapping responsibil- 
ities of the various technical services. 
Standard doctrine in supply procedure 
was developed and disseminated to all 
units. A revolution in inspection proce- 
dures was brought about through the 
initiation of Command Maintenance In- 
spections conducted by the Iranian Army 
Headquarters, with the assistance of the 
Army Advisory Group. A monthly CMI 
is now standard practice in the Iranian 
Army Corps and divisions. The Army 
Staff conducts the inspection, critiques 
the inspection and prepares the final re- 
port for corrective action. A few US ad- 
visors are available on the spot to assist 
in handling knotty problems should they 
arise; however, the CML is, for all intents 
and purposes, Iranian manned and Ira- 
nian executed.

It is recognized by the Army Advisory 
Group that much remains to be done in 
the logistics field. Nevertheless, with the 
continued support and willingness of the 
Iranians to correct the deficiencies in 
their logistics system, it will only be a 
matter of time until the Iranian Army 
will be logistically sound. 

One of the latest accomplishments is 
the establishment of a central Training 
Aids Factory in Teheran. Although the 
project was developed by the Army Advi- 
sory Group, the facility has been funded, 
equipped and manned by the Iranian 
Army. When completed in February 1960, 
the training aids factory will provide 
badly needed training aids to the Re- 
placement Training Centers, the Armor, 
Artillery and Infantry Centers and to the 
units in the field, The present system 
of providing training aids through the 
Military Assistance Program can be ap- 
preciably reduced, if not discontinued, 
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after the factory is in full production. 
Major General Lindquist sums up the 
activities of ARMISH-MAAG in his ap- 
preciation of the capabilities of the Ira- 
nian Armed Forces. Insofar as maintain- 
ing internal security in Iran, it can be 
categorically stated that the Army, Navy 
and Air Force are fully capable of this 
mission. With respect to resisting exter- 
nal aggression, the three services are 
continually improving in operational ef- 
fectiveness and can contribute measura- 
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bly to the collective security of the Middle 
East. In CENTO arrangements the three 
services all have developed a healthy at- 
titude and participate freely in planning 
and training exercises sponsored by the 
organization. 

With continued support of the Military 
Assistance Program and US advisor guid- 
ance, coupled with the will of the Ira- 
nians to have a modern military force, 
the Imperial Iranian Armed Forces will 
have no trouble in accepting their share 
of responsibility in assisting the free na- 
tions of the west maintain peace in the 
world.

HE JOURNAL’s disclosure (5 March) that the Air Force planned to terminate the 

Aeromedical Evacuation System of MATS within the U. S. by 1963 has been 
confirmed on Capitol Hill, Testimony before the Rivers Armed Services Subcommit ‘ee 
in the House on airlift problems included a report by MATS that a 100% AirEvae 
capability of 29 aircraft as of February 1960 has been cut to a 62% capability with 
18 aircraft this month. 


By February 1961, the Air Evac System will be allotted only 13 aircraft. This§ 


number will drop to 8 by April 1962, when the capability will be 27%, and then to¢ 
aircraft by April 1963. 

MATS officials told the Rivers group that the Air Force is considering other 
means of continuing the medical evacuation service.

HOUSEHOLD GOODS 
CHANGE PLANNED 


The Pentagon will amend the 
Joint Travel Regulations to permit 
families of deceased, injured and 
missing Servicemen to store house- 
hold goods at Government expense 
up to one year. 

Under present regulations, they 
are allowed such storage for only 
90 days, and in certain circum- 
stances can extend the period for 
another 90 days. 

The new regulations will specify 
that the family’s household effects 
may be stored, not in excess of one 
year, in cases where such effects 
are authorized to be shipped upon 
a Serviceman being reported as 
dead, injured, missing in action for 
a period of 30 days or more, in- 
terned in a foreign country, cap- 
tured by hostile forces, or upon his 
death,

The Navy 
and Marine Corps are dropped from the 
major provisions of the bill. 

e Sets a five-year time limit on the 
continuation board authority. 

e Establishes new “show-cause” board- 
ing procedures for the Army and Air 
Force, 

e Provides new separation rules for 
“substandard performance of duty.” 

e Sets new standards for separation of 
officers for “moral or professional derelic- 
tion or in interests of national security.” 


The bill applies only to Regular Army 
and Air Force officers and is a part of 
the Cordiner Plan to improve the quality 
of career officers. 

The measure is divided into two parts. 
The first provides for the “plucking” pro- 
cedures, which will expire 1 July 1965. 
The second establishes revised “show 
cause” procedures which will be appli- 
cable to the Army and Air Force as per- 
manent law. 

Permanent colonels and lieutenant colo- 
nels who have failed of selection for per- 
manent promotion three or more times, 
may be selected by board action, for vol- 
untary retirement. This authority ex- 
pires in five years, 

As enacted by the Senate, the author- 
ity would have been permanent. 

Subcommittee Chairman Paul J, Kilday 
(D-Tex.) said, “It is expected that ‘with 
the passage of time, and the utilization 


of more stringent promotion selection 
procedures, there should be no long- 
range requirement for this somewhat 


summary retirement authority.” 

Two limitations are placed on the ex- 
ercise of the “plucking” authority. First, 
no officer may be considered for continu- 
ation more than once. Second, except for 
the initial selection, at least 80% of those 
considered must be retained. 

As passed by the Senate, the “best qual- 
ified” system of selection for promotion 
to permanent captain, major and lieuten- 
ant colonel would have been made man- 
datory. The House Committee agreed 
that the “best qualified” system should 
normally be used but considered it un- 
desirable to repeal the authority to use 
the “fully qualified” system. 

Deletion of this authority was not rec- 
ommended by the Committee. However, 
the House legislation requires that when 
using the “best qualified” system of pro- 
motion, no officer will be promoted un- 
less he is also considered to be “fully 
qualified” for such promotion. 


The legislation also permits the non- 
selection of 20% of the number of those 
being considered for the first time for 
promotion to the grades of captain and 
major. Under present law, the 20% lim- 
itation applies to the total number being 
considered by the board, including those 
who had previously failed of selection.

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trition of 20% when considering officers 
for promotion to those grades, and is in 
consonance with the emphasis on qual- 
ity,” Congressman Kilday said. 

A provision of the House bill requires 
that those officers being eliminated by 
reason of failure of selection for promo- 
tion, will be separated within seven 
months following the second failure of 
selection. 

During hearings on the Senate bill, it 
became obvious that the Army and Air 
Force experienced difficulty in eliminat- 
ing officers under present “show cause” 
procedures. These procedures originally 
were set up to provide the Services with 
a means of eliminating officers whose 
performance of duty was substandard. 

While the regulations have been effec- 
tive in eliminating those whose duty was 
grossly inefficient, or whose conduct was 
such that their retention could not be 
tolerated, they have not been effective 
in removing officers whose deficiency has 
been an inability to perform their duties 
in the manner expected of Regular offi- 
cers of their grade and length of service, 
the House Committee said. 

The new “show cause” procedures 
clearly establish that an officer who has 
been identified by a screening board as 
one whose performance of duty is sub- 
standard, must assume the burden of es- 
tablishing that he should be retained. 

The present law which requires that 
an officer whose removal is under con- 
sideration will be given a second “full 
and fair” hearing by a board of review, 
is eliminated, 

The officer will be guaranteed 30 days 
advance written notice that he is being 
required to “show cause.” 

The House bill also provides that 
boards can be composed of colonels in- 
stead of genera] officers if the persons 
being considered for removal are serving 
in ranks of lieutenant colonel or lower. 

A completely new chapter to military 
law is provided by the House bill, It 
prescribes authority for removal of offi- 





cers for moral or professional dereliction 
or for security reasons. These procedures 
are similar to those in the section deal- 
ing with substandard performance of 
duty. 

However they differ in the following 
respects: 

1. The officer will be informed of the 
charge or charges for which his removal 
is recommended, and is guaranteed 30 
days’ notice before the hearing. 

2. Officers who are eliminated and who 
are not qualified for retirement, may be 
“discharged,” rather than “honorably dis- 
charged.” 

3. General officers will comprise the 
membership of all such boards. 

4. In security cases the Service Secre- 
tary may authorize withholding from re- 
view by the officer concerned any records 
the Secretary determines should be with- 
held in the interest of National security. 
In such cases the officer will be fur- 
nished a summary of the records with- 
held. 


There are several 
Senate bill which are 
the proposal. 

One of these provisions sought to au- 
thorize selection of a limited number of 
Army and Air Force officers for perma- 
nent promotion who are below normal 
zones of consideration. The number 
picked from below the zone would have 
been limited to 5% of the number of 
officers to be promoted. 

This practice is now being followed 
for temporary promotions. The House 
Committee said it therefore is “unneces- 
sary” insofar as permanent promotions 
are concerned. 

The House bill, unlike the Senate bill, 
will not subject the women majors to 
possible involuntary retirement. 

The reason the Senate included this 
provision was that such officers are not 
now subject to elimination for failure of 
selection to the grade of lieutenant colo- 
nel, and, in this respect are comparable 
to permanent male lieutenant coionels.

Army Missile Group Grants Vought Contract 
For “Probabilistic Simulation” Test Work 


The Electronics Division of Chance 
Vought, Dallas, has received a contract 
from the Army Ordnance Missile Com- 
mand’s White Sands, N. M., Missile 
Range to work on “probabilistic simula- 
tion” in the guided missile field. 

It is explained that probabilistic simu- 
lation differs from normal, deterministic 
simulation in that it treats expected 
variations in component part values. 
Deterministic simulation considers only 
the ideal system in which all component 
parts are at the design value, while 
probabilistic simulation considers the 
practical system in which the component 
part values differ from the design values. 

Probabilistic simulation permits the in- 
troduction of extraneous inputs such as 
system noise in their true, random na- 
ture, a Vought announcement said. 

Because it combines in one analysis the 
actual variations in component part 
values, the functional relationship among 
the component parts and the extraneous 
inputs, probabilistic simulation promises 
to become a powerful tool in the evalua- 
tion of new equipment designs and in 
the analysis of test results on existing 
designs, Vought Electronics Division offi- 
cials reported. 

They added that when the methodology 
of probabilistic simulation becomes more 
refined and suitable computers become 
available it will be possible to make a 
complete probabilistic missile flight sim- 
ulation in real time simultaneously with 
the actual flight. 

In this manner, any significant devia- 
tion of the actual missile flight from the 
simultaneous probabilistic flight would be 
known at the time of its occurrence. 

Previous simulation methods would in- 
dicate when there was a deviation from 
the expected but they could not, of them- 
selves, valuate the significance of the 


deviation, This knowledge alone, Vought 
officials feel, would significantly increase 





the value of the test flight. Additionally, 
in many cases it would also be possible 
to take corrective action and save the 
remaining portion of a test flight which 
otherwise would result in failure. 

Vought Electronics’ contract in the 
program includes the analysis of data 
necessary to a probabilistic simulation 
and the development of further tech- 
niques which will advance the art of 
such simulation. 

Vought’s role in the Army program in- 
cludes analysis of data necessary to 
achieve probabilistic simulation and de- 
velopment of further methods to make 
such a technique valuable.

four-week course given to U. S. recruits 
before they are assigned to tactical units.

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Secretary Gates Answers Questions On Army, Navy, Air Force Missile Projects 


A a news conference on 10 Marth, Secretary of Defense Gates gave authorita- 
tive responses to a series of questions from newsmen covering a broad range. 
Highlights were his comments on the Air Force Atlas, Navy Polaris, and Army 


Zeus projects. 


Pentagon reporters were impressed with the Secretary’s desire to answer ques- 
tions with as much detail as possible. His great experience as Secretary of the 
Navy and Deputy Secretary of Defense cbviously stands him in good stead during 
news conferences and in his appearances on Capitol Hill. 

Here is an A-to-Z rundown on highlights of the conference: 


ATLAS SQUADRON CHANGE--Sec- | 


retary Gates reported that the Air Force 
has briefed him on a plan to increase 
the number of Atlas ICBM’s in each of 
the 13 squadrons which have been au- 
thorized. The present structure calls for 
nine missiles on launching pads and a 
10th in reserve for each squadron. There 
are unofficial reports that the Air Force 
wants 15 missiles per squadron, 

A decision to increase the missiles for 
each squadron would require a boost in 
manpower ubove the present 700 officers 
and men authorized for each Atlas squad- 
ron.

BOMARC REVIEW—-Commenting that 

we don't take unsuccessful efforts too 
seriously in this rapidly developing mis- 
sile field,” Secretary Gates said the Pen- 
tagon is abiding by the master defense 
plan presented to Congress last summer, 
“although it is under review like every- 
thing else.” 

Asked if consideration is being given 
to “junking the program,” Secretary 
Gates said: “The details (of the review) 
are still in the Air Force, It has not come 
to the JCS or the Department of De- 
fense levels, and there is no thought of 
junking the program now.

The Secretary was asked if he had his

“I think the program is all right the 
way it is,” he replied. 

Would he recommend to the President 
that any increased funds voted by Con- 
gress not be spent? 

“IT am not going to pass judgment on 
something that won’t happen until next 
summer because times can change be- 
tween now and then,” the Secretary 
replied. 


MIDAS In view of the 
forecast made last month by Lt. Gen.

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AF Revises Career School Criteria 


ENERAL Curtis E. LeMay, Vice CofS, has approved revisions to eligibility 

criteria for military career schools convening in FY 1961-1962, 

The Air Force said the revisions “were necessary to provide adequate resources 
and high selectivity, provide greater stability in the school system, relate grade 
and school structure, and align the student selection system more closely with the 


promotion system.” 


Essentially the latest change eliminates age as a criterion for all military career 
schools and raises the service criterion for the War Colleges to less than 22 years. 
Service prerequisites for the other schools remain the same. The new criteria, along

AF Aviation Medicine School Gets New 
Computer; Dr. Flemming Will Speak 


A $100,000 Analog Computer has been 
delivered to the Air Force School of 
Aviation Medicine at Brooks Air Force 
Base, Tex., where it will be used in basic 
and advanced aerospace medical re- 
search and in_ solving complicated 
mathematical problems. Its. delivery 
makes the School of Aviation Medicine 
the first institution in America to use 
an Analog Computer in aerospace medi- 
cal research, according to Maj. Gen, Otis 
O. Benson jr., Commander of the USAF 
Aerospace Medical Center (ATC) at 
Brooks. “This computer,” he said, “en- 
ables us to attack problems previously 
beyond our capabilities.”

Air Evac Praised 
By Surgeon General 


Maj. Gen. O. K. Niess, Air Force Sur- 
geon General, has declared that aero- 
medical evacuation is the best type of 
transportation for military patients. 

General Niess made the statement fol- 
lowing an official visit last week with 
Col. L, B. Matthews, Commander of the 
Ist Aeromedical Transport Group 
(MATS) at Brooks AFB, Tex. 

“Aeromedical evacuation provides the 
most practical means for the delivery of 
military patients, General Niess_ said. 
"Air evac is the most expeditious, it is 
the most economical and it is the most 
medically acceptable.” 





General Niess also stated: “Aeromedi- 
cal evacuation delivers the patients to 
specialized hospitals within minimum 
time limits. Air evac delivery cost is one- 
tenth that of other means of transporta- 
tion. Air evac insures that the patient 
receives specialized medical care.” 

He made no comment, however, about 
the proposed reorganization of lst AMTG 
which airlifts military patients to hos- 
pitals throughout the United States for 
the Department of Defense. 

MATS has announced a Ist AMTG re- 
organization program would reduce its 
flying operations and personnel about 
38%.

HE Army is conducting tests with an improved tear gas, which causes se- 

vere burning and watering of the eyes, irritation of the respiratory passages, 
a burning sensation on moist areas of the skin, painful forced coughing, and 
involuntary closing of the eyes. 

The Army said the gas, as yet without a name, causes no permanent injury 
and its effects wear off quickly in fresh air. 

A Pentagon announcement said: “Since this is an effective tear gas, it also 
has possibilities for use as a chemical warfare training aid in that it has a 
quick, positive effect and could be used as a harmless simulant for war gases. 
Dispersal even in small concentrations—one part gas to one million parts of 
air—causes extreme discomfort instantaneously upon exposure. The effects 
dissipate quickly in fresh air.” 

The gas can be delivered in a grenade that disperses it either as a smoke 
cloud or in aerosol form, or it can be delivered by any of the dévices used 
to spread conventional tear gas. Used as a training aid, or to t®st the fit 
and performance of protective masks, it is prepared in a gelatin capsule.
